Irish lovers of literature and of poetry 
will share the regret generally felt at the 
sudden death of Humbert Wolfe, whose 
gracef and heroic verse expressed his 

ic spirit. Humbert Wolfe com- 
pined service at the Ministry of Labour 
with service of the Minstrelsy of Song. 

His last poem was about Ireland, and, 


in ite final verse, has an aptness to the 
present situation which would alone 
j i guotation :

Like our own. W. B. Yeats, Mr. 
Humbert Wolfe wrote verse plays for the 
theatre; nevertheless, he was most at home 
in brief lyrics which had the colour and 
grace of flowers, and the same exquisite 
sha peliness. 

r. Wolfe was one of the few poets 
to add to bis reputation with a volume 
of comfessedly bad verse. In his anthology 
of “ phoney ”’ verse, “The Stuffed Owl,”’ 
he produced a most ludicrous collection of 

mpous, mannered and forced versifica- 
tion which imposed on the public of its 
day. To make bad verse interesting and 
amusing demanded unusual gifts as a 
writer. He had to select, not the 
mediocre, but verse with a piquant quality 
of badness. And he did it, 

No one would ever put Humbert Wolfe’s 
own poems in such a collection. Yet not 
very long ago Í read in an English 
periodical what I deemed to be among the 
worst s of my experience. It was 
signed by—Humbert Wolfe.

On ‘Change 

A friend who is interested in Stock 
Exchange transactions has been suggest- 
ing that the Dublin Stock Exchange 
should follow the American system of 
publishing the number of stocks, bonds or 
shares which change hands at each 
session. 

He tells me that the publication of the 
number of shares—in addition to the price 
—of a particular company which are sold 
would be a better indication of the state 
of the market than the present method 
of only marking up the price. 

The idea EE á appears to be reason- 
able, but I discover that the Stock 
Exchanges, here and in England, receive 
no evidence from stockbrokers of the 
volume of business which they transact. 

In America it is the custom for a broker 
to put a slip in a box after each trans- 
action; this slip indicates the security 
which has changed hands, the number, 
and the price, | 

At the end of each session the slips are 
sorted, and the necessary figures are 
available in a very short time. 


The Great Hore-Belisha 


If you take a look at the average photo- 
graph of the Right Hon: Leslie Hore- 
Belisha, who was removed from his 
position as Minister of War across the 
Channel during the week-end, you almost 
certainly will rush to the conclusion that 
he is a small man. 

Now J have no first-hand evidence con- 
cerning Mr. Hore-Belisha’s stature, inas- 
much as I have never set eyes upon him. 
But some weeks ago I happened to contem- 
plate a photograph of the British War 
Cabinet in the weekly publication, 
Picture Post—since, for some reason or 
other, banned in this country—and this 
photograph included a likeness of Mr. 
Leslie Hore-Belisha, standing. 

To my surprise, he overtopped every 
other member of the Cabinet. 

Even if the members of the War Cabinet 
are unusually small men, he must be 
somewhat beyond the average. If, on the 
other hand, they are men of average 
height, he must be substantially beyond 
the same, and the normal view of his 
stature is all wrong.

The urgent need for reform was pressed 
upon Parliament from many quarters, and in 
1835 a Select Committee was set up to inquire 
into the workings of the Post Office. his 
Committee sat for three years, and during 
the course of that time ten reports were 
issued. Hill’s pamphlet was published in 
837, and incl some of the recommen- 
dations contained in the fifth je 

He og gp mee that the rate of prepayment 
for postal matter should be one penny per 
half-ounce, and that the method of prepay- 
ment should be by ‘‘ stamped covers and 
sheets of paper . . . . supplied to the public 
from the asap Office or the Post ce or 
both.” In a subsequent edition of the 
pamphlet he made his first reference to the

ADHESIVE STAMPS 

Three -years earlier, however, a Dundee 
printer and bookseller—James Chalmers—had 
produced a kind of adhesive stamp, and 
during the past century there has been con- 
siderable debate amongst experts as to 
whether Chalmers, and not Hill, was entijled 
to be called ' The Father of the Postage 
Stamp.” Public opinion to-day, as at the 
time when the two men engaged in a cor- 
respondence on the subject, favours Hill, and 
there is no doubt that he fully deserves the 
credit for the reforms which he sponsored. 

The Penny Postage Bill was introduced to 
the House of Commons by the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer on July 5th, 1839, and we find 
reports of men like Robert Wallace (who had 
been chairman of the Select Committee) and 
William Cobden supporting the idea of an 
adhesive stamp, although the bill did not 
make the method of postal prepayment clear. 

Similarly, in the House of Lords—where the 
bill was introduced a month later by Lord 
Melbourne—Lord Ashburton and others also 
expressed themselves in favour of adhesive 
postage stamps. 
After the bill was passed, the public was 
invited to submit suggestions for the best 
methud of prepayment, and on December 
26th, 1839, a Treasury minute authorised the 
issue of stamped covers, stamped envelopes 
and adhesive postage stamps. 
On January 10th, 1840, the Penny Post 
came into operation, but it was not until four 
months later that the first adhesive stamps— 
engraved by Mr. Frederick Heath—appeared. 
Their use by post offices, however, was not 
made compulsory until thirteen years later, 
and in many parts of the country the hand- 
struck stamp as a method of postage prepay- 
ment continued to be used.

On his 
retirement in 1864, he was granted a pension 
of his full salary—£2,000.a year. e died 
in 1879, and is buried in Westminster Abbey.

HOUSE PURCHASE 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—At the recent general ea of the 
Irish Crvil Service Permanent Buildin 
Society, the Chairman, Mr, Walker, referre 
to the proposal to form a State-aided building 
society. 
If he had carefully followed our evidence 
at the housing inquiry, he would have seen 
that we did not propose “to induce people 
earning precarious weekly wages to buy 
houses for which they could not afford to 
ay.” We suggested that the example of 
both Great Britain and the United States 
should be copied. In the former the build- 
ing societies’ make advances up to 75 per cent, 
of the value of a house as a matter of course, 
They are prepared to go as far as 90 per 
cent. rf additional securities are put up either 
by the builder or the purchaser. In the 
United States mort can be insured 
against default through a State Department. 

There is nothing in this country to compare 
with either of these systems, and,.as a result, 
many people in -this city earuing adequate 
wages are unable to secure houses. Over a 
large rt of Great Britain, the mterest 
cha by building societies was 44 per cent. 
up to the outbreak of the war. In the 
United States the maximum interest allowed 
on an insured mortgage is 5 per cent. 

We hope to see building societies estab- 
lished in this country on lines similar to the 
big building societies in England, whose 
assets in 1957 amounted to over seven hun- 
dred millions, and which have provided houses 
not only for people who are able to purchase 
them, but also have provided the capital for 
thousands of houses for rentmg.—Yours,. etc.,

DAY NEXT, 11th 
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The Tottering Axis 


Both Rome and Berlin insist that their 
friendship is as steadfast as ever, but 
their actions seem to belie their words. 
Six months ago people assumed that the 
““axis ” was strong enough to endure even 
the shock of war. The Italians the 
Germans, forgetful ‘of their traditional 
distaste for each other, had discovered a 
spiritual bond; woven of their similar 
““ideologies,”. and had concluded a mili- 
tary alliance. In one respect they were 
understood to be at perfect unity—in 
their common dislike of Soviet Russia. 
As the shadow df war loomed larger and 
blacker it became increasingly doubtful 
whether Italy, in fact, would throw in 
her lot with the Germans. She had nothing 
to gain by war with the democracies and 
everything to lose. As an ally, she would 
have been of enormous value to Germany, 
inasmuch as she could have kept a sub- 
stantial portion of the British and French 
Navies fully occupied in the Mediterranean 
and Near East; but the benefits would 
have been all on Germany’s side. Italy 
made it clear that she hoped to preserve 
her neutrality in the impending war; yet 
she might have found the task well-nigh 
impossible—if Herr Hitler had not pre- 
sented her with the ideal opportunity. 
His alliance with Soviet Russia broke the 
“‘axis.”” Italy had not lost her sense of 
shame so far as to ally herself with a 
nation which Signor Mussolini always had 
represented as the mortal enemy and chief 
bogy of Fascism; and she had solid reason 
for reluctance to find herself in such a 
camp. Knowingly or unknowingly, Herr 
Hitler sacrificed Signor Mussolini’s friend- 
ship when he accepted that of Josef 
Stalin. He may be regretting his bargain 
by now, but it is too late to make a 
change. -During the last few weeks the 
relations of Germany and Italy have not 
improved. During the last few days there 
have been unmistakable signs that Italy 
has no further use for the Rome-Berlin 
“-axis,” and is intent upon the creation 
of a new foreign policy which will be less 
embarrassing. 

Count Czaky, the Hungarian Foreign 
Minister, held three conversations with 
Count Ciano, his Italian vis-dvis, in 
Venice on Saturday and Sunday. Since 
then he has been home to Budapest, but 
is expected to visit Rome to-day for a 
further colloquy ; and it is thought that 
the next step will be the announcement 
of a military alliance between the two 
nations. Italy is resolved that any hopes 
which the Russians may entertain of ex- 
pansion into the Balkans shall be dis- 
appointed. Her policy is to create a solid 
bloc among the Balkan States, in close 
alliance with herself—a bloc that will be 
strong enough to defy the Red Army which 
has failed so signally to cover itself with 
glory in Finland. There is reason to 
believe that Yugo-Slavia will join the two 
nations: her people do not love the 
Italians, but they love Russia even less, 
Nobody yet knows what pressure Count 
Ciano has brought to bear upon Hungary, 
in the hope of bringing Rumania into the 
bloc. For some time the Hungarians have 
been talking more and loudly about their 
claim to Transylvania; but it is possible 
that Count Czaky has been induced to 
postpone the demand for the present in 
view of the common menace of Soviet 
aggression. The danger is that, if 
Hungary presses her claim, the 
Rumanians may throw themselves into 
Russia’s arms, even if they are compelled 
to abandon Bessarabia‘ as the ‘price of 
Russian friendship. Whatever the terms 
of unity may be, if Italy manages to 
consolidate, the Balkans and to impose

“Sixteen to Twenty” 


Whatever harsh criticism may be made 
against’ the foreign policy of Nazi 
Germany, there is a great deal to be said 
in favour: of several of the Fihrer’s 
schemes at home. One thing that he seems 
to have grasped above all others is the 
danger inherent in unemployment, par- 
ticularly the danger to young people, and 
whatever may be said against his labour 
camps in practice, they. are in theory a 
very commendable undertaking. For years 
before the outbreak of war we were told 
that there was no unemployment in 
Germany. There was not; because every 
person who was out of work was put at 
once into some form of national service, 
such as road-building, farming, quarrying, 
or some other occupation which at the 
same time conferred a benefit both on the 
State and on the individual. These 
schemes were manned mainly by the 
youth of the country; for every young 
man—and woman—was conscripted to 
spend at least one year in manual labour. 
We in the democracies may resent the 
idea of conscription, but there is no doubt 
that these young people, in an average, 
were the better of their experience— 
certainly to-day they must be sounder and 
more robust in body, which is three- 
quarters of the way to sound and healthy 
minds; and the German State itself has 
reaped a rich reward from their labours. 
Great Britain now is discussing a similar 
proposal.

Boom in Shipbuilding 


Britain is to lead the world in a great 
shipbuilding boom, which is to reach its 
peak in the course of the next few months, 
when there will be some 5,000,000 tons 
under construction. It is estimated that, 
provided the losses at sea remain at the 
average shown since the beginning cf the 
war, Britain can replace all her present 
casualties within twelve months. France 
is also in a position to deal with an 
emergency programme better than any 
other nation except Britain. Just before 
the war many of her yards were in urgent 
need of work, and these now are being 
given their chance. In the United States 
140 ships, amounting to 1,500,000 tons, are 
planned, while in Japan 200 vessels, 
aggregating . 2,000,000 -tons, are under 
construction. . Italy, Holland, Norway, 
Sweden and Denmark all are building 
ships as quickly as possible. In addition 
to new ships, Britain is bidding for old 
eargo ships built by the United States 
Shipping Boaid to relieve a shortage 
‘aused by action in the last war. These 
‘ships belong to the tramp class, which is 
particularly valuable to Britain in war- 
time, i

BEFORE THE STORM 


This new year, which would probably 
be a fateful one in the history of the 
world, had opened quietly, he said, and 
added: ''It is the quiet of the calm 
before .the storm.’’

HELP FOR FINLAND 


Finland, he said, was fighting for tho 
same things—for liberty and for justice. 
“That valiant people can rest assured 
that our response to that resolution which 
was passed so recently at the meeting 
of the League in Geneva will be no mere 
formality.’’ 

Since the introduction of compulsory 
service Mr. Chamberlain said the total 
number of men registered, or who had 
become liable to be called up under 
proclamation, amounted to between two 
and a half million and two and three- 
quarter million.

Dealing with the “ great system of civil

““I do not consider that the risk of air 
raids is over, or even that it has 
diminished,’’ and, as long as that was the 
case, it would be a capital mistake to 
reverse the policy hitherto followed. 
He hoped children would be left in the 
evacuation areas, and that parents would 
look upon the temporary separation of the 
family as one of the sacrifices necessary 
to win the war. 


A GRIMMER PHASE 


Mr. Chamberlain said that he attached 
very great importance to the general atti- 
tude of the nation towards the war. He 
did not believe that any people were more 
ready to sacrifice themselves for their 
country or for their principles than the 
British people. He was certain they were 
united in their determination to win the 
war and to end the spirit dominating 
German policy. ‘‘ What I am not quite 
so sure of is that they understand what 
they are up against, or that we shall have 
to. ha a phase of this war much grimmer 
than anything we have sen yet.’ 
Perhaps, he said, they had not been told 
enough. Perhaps it was the fault of the 
Government in general, and himself in 
particular. ' 
“ We have got to do without a lot of 
things that we shall miss very much, and 


necessary consumption, because two-thirds 
of consumption was by those with small 
incomes. Therefore, it was necessary that 
they, too, should make sacrifices. 

He did not imply that there must be 
no increase of wages, but to tie up wages 
to the cost of living in the end could 
benefit no one, and could only give violent 
impetus te the vicious spiral of alternately 
rising prices and wagese To win, and, if 
possible, to shorten, this war Britain must 
save and must control imports. ‘‘ We must 
do without commodities that are not 
necessary; we must,- if required, ration 
them, im order that all may share and 
share alike.’ 

There was no reason to suppose that the 
country would have.to go short of anything 
necessary for health and efficiency. ‘‘ Yet 
we shall not hesitate to add to the list of 
rationed commodities if necessity for that 
becomes apparent.” 


GERMANY RESPONSIBLE 


Britain had no such vindictive designs 
against Germany as members of the 
German Government had stated ‘against 
the British Empire, but the German 
people must realise that the responsibility 
for the prolongation of this war, and all 
the suffering it might bring, was theirs 
as well as that of the tyrants who stood 
over them. ate 

Concluding, Mr. Chamberlain said:— 
“ H the forces of right are to prevail, we 
must not hesitate to risk our blood and 
our treasure for so great an cend.” They 
were supported: by the peoples of the 
Empire, the power and resolution of their 
ally France, and the moral approval of 
all who realised that the fate of civilisa- 


‘* Against such a combination as that the 
powers of wickedness will fight in vain, 
and we, at the beginning of this new year, 
can await the future with unshaken 
confidence in the strength of our arms and 
in the righteousness of our cause.”’ 


FRANCE APPROVES 
From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
PARIS, Tuesday. 


Mr. Chamberlain’s speech is warmly 
welcomed and approved by official circles 
here. Mr. Chamberlain and M. Daladier, 
it is stressed here, have proclaimed that 
no spirit of revenge animates their peoples 
against Germany, but since the German 
nation has associated itself with -its 
present rulers it is natural that the 
British and French should obtain material 
guarantees of peace.

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TRANSPORT BOARD 
FINANCIAL POSITION 
IMPROVED 


The report and accounts of the Northern Ire- 
land Road Transport Board issued last evening 
show that the Board for the first time since 
its inception in 1955 made an operating profit 
in the year ended September 30th last.

Referring to the specific charge against her 
Mrs. Keenan quoted correspondence in re ard 
to it, recalling that Cardinal MacRory had 
stated that ‘‘ It was charged against her that 
she attempted in. some way to interfere with 
the attendance by galling the roll before the 

roper time.” The charge then was new to 
—- as it was to the general secretary of the 
LN.T.O., as the manager of the school had 
never before mentioned it to her. She 
demanded the fullest inquiry, asked for 
details as to the date of the alleged offence 
and the regulation violated. 

“When I am eupplied with this informa- 
tion,” she wrote, ‘‘I shall immediately ask 
the Ministry of Education to hold an official 
inquiry into this alleged violation of their 
regulaticns.”’ 

On 15th December the Diocesan Secretary 
stated that if Mrs. Keenan wanted the details 
she should apply to the. manager, Canon 
McNally. 

Mrs. Keenan, on 19th December, wrote that 
the person who made a charge should eub- 
stantiate it or withdraw it. Throughout. the 
country, she said, people could not believe 
that ‘‘a Catholic manager would make use 
of a trifling technicality ... . to remove a 
teacher from a post, which she had long and 
faithfully filled to make room for another.” 
It was only natural that the public should 
ask themselves if there was not some hidden 
reason for the dismissal. ‘‘ Your letter 
supplies the answer. In the circumstances, 
and by its very nature, it was a cruel libel 
on me.... Now it transpires that even in 
the case of the one so-called charge on which 
you admit that you founded your original 
sweeping insinuation you have no personal 
knowledge of your own and even yet do not 
know the details.” 

She went on to say that there was no such 
offence as calling the rolls before the proper 
time. To call them after the proper time 
would be a violation of the rule. She pro- 
posed to send the correspondence to the Press. 

On “receipt of this letter the Diocesan 
Secretary telegraphed to say that he was 
asking the manager to supply the details, and 
on 2nd January, 1940, he sent a copy of a 
letter from Canon McNally. 


MANAGER’S LETTER 


Canon McNally, in his letter, said that 
he could not believe that Mrs. Keenan’s 
expressed intention of. appealing to the 
Northern Ministry of Education was sincere. 
He mentioned that the general secretary of 
the I.N.T.O. had stated that their one and 
only reason for not appealing to the Ministry 
was “their loyalty to the agreement that 
had been made over forty years ago with the 
Catholic bishops.” If Mrs, Keenan desired 
tc bring her case his the Ministry she required 
no information. She knew her grievance, and 
knew the redress she sought. 

Canon McNally proceeded to deal with 
the implications of the question of the time 
at which the roll should-be called, and said 
that a teacher who called the roll before the 
time on the time-table excluded the 
attendance of all pupils who came into school 
after the roll was called and before the time 
marked on the time-table, so that the 
attendance returns “are a fabrication—a 
concrete lie.” Moreover, by thus lowerin 
the’ attendance, the teacher could remove an 
disemploy an undesirable colleague, effect 
amalgamation of the school, and inflict serious 
injuries on the matgnbour: 

Mrs. Keenan replied that the official time- 
table of Killean school bore Canon McNally’s 
own signature. In it, and all official time- 
tables, the entry as to the calling of the rolls 
read: ‘‘Rolls are marked and attendance 
fully recorded before —— o’clock.”’ 

She stated that the Rev. J. Donnelly could 
not complain that ample opportunity of 
making amends had not been afforded him; 
or that she had been other than considerate 
in dealing with the unfounded insinuations 
which had been made against her. His 
failure to take the obvious course and to 
make the necessary reparation left her no 
alternative but to publish the correspondence.

he Secretary of the Central Committee of 
the Body points out that in Dublin a fv!l 
twenty-four hours’ leave period per month to 
policemen on night duty is given, and it is 
thought that conditions should be similar in 
Cork, Limerick and Waterford. In Limerick 
City the night duty tour operates every third 
month as in Dublin for the individual mem- 
ber. The tour is from 11 p.m. to 7 a.m, each 
night for a month. is means that a 
married Civic Guard, living in the suburbs, 
must leave his home at 10 p.m. and does not 
reach home again until probably 8 a.m. on 
the sollowing morning.

A Great Match 


A correspondent who read some notes in 
this correspondence not long ago about Jerry, 
the winner of the Grand National of 1840, 
asks if there is any record of that horse's 
great match with Sir William. There is only 
a brief one available at the moment, but it 
can be given. 

Sir William won the Grand National of 
1838, the second ever run, with. his owner, 
Allen’ McDonogh, up. Neither horse nor 
rider has been given credit in the records for 
this feat. In the tabulation of Grand National 
records at the end of ‘‘Steeplechases Past,” 
the winner in 1838 is given as Sir Henry, 
and, as your correspondent has shown else- 
where, no such horse existed at the time. 

The error is possibly due to the circum- 
stances that the first publication of ‘‘ Steeple- 
chases Past ' did not begin until the 'sixties, 
and that when some years later it was de-

The year after he won at Liverpool 
McDonogh sold him to John Elmore, the 
dealer, after he had had a bad accident that 
looked like keeping him out of the 
saddle for a long time. Elmore passed 
him on to Lord Cranstone, , who 
rashly proceeded to make a match for 
1,000 Guineas a side, to run against Jerry, 
a horse then making a name for himself, but 
not destined to win at Liverpeol for another 
season. 


** To Bat on a Bad Wicket '' 


Lord Cranston, fortunately for himself, 
had an Irish friend staying with him at 
Melton after he made the match, Lord 
Howth, who was long-headed and well versed 
in the subtleties of steeplechasing. Lord 
Howth told his friend that he was going 
to bat on a bad wicket, especially as the 
celebrated Jem Mason had been engaged to 
ride Jerry. 

None of the other prominent riders of the 
day, such as Becher, Tom Oliver and Powell 
were at all inclined to get upon Sir William 
in a match against the formidable Mason. 
Nevertheless, Lord Howth began to back his 
friend’s horse and kept his own counsel. 

Not long before the race was due to take 
place Lord Howth sent a confidential 
messenger hot foot to Galway, where Allen 
McDonogh was convalescing, urging him to 
come as soon as he could to England, where 
there might be ‘‘ something doing. 
McDonogh rose to the occasion; posted 
hurriedly across Ireland and then across Eng- 
land, and arrived at Melton on Saturday 
night, the match being due to take place on 
the following Monday. 


Calculations Upset 


Jerry, in the meantime, was a strong 
favourite, the view being taken that Sir 
William was sure to refuse with a strange 
jockey on him. ‘The tune was changed just 
before: the start, when Allen McDonogh, a 
‘‘mere spectator’ at the event, changed into 
Lord Cranston’s colours and got up on his 
old horse. 

Sir William would never go on in front, 
and Jerry also did not like being in the 
lead. Mason was, however, forced to make 
the running, to the delight of his rival. 
When they had gone about three miles Jerry 
refused, and even Mason could not get him 
over, 

This was a problem for McDonogh, but 
that most dí nn of horsemen forced Sir 
William to finish. Lord Cranston won his 
thousand guineas and a considerable sum in 
bets, and Lord Howth had no mean financial 
reward for his strategy.

MANAGEMENT OF THE BROODER. 
aba on this subject in the Weekly Irish 
Times, the Poultry Correspondent says :— 
In addition to an incubator, anybody who 
essays the artificial rearing of chickens 
will require a brooder or some type of 
foster-mother, into which chickens are 
transferred when they have dried off in 
the drying box of incubator. This week, 
it may be well to confine our remarks te 
what is required in and from a brooder. 
As in the case of the incubator, the be- 
ginner or inexperienced should choose a 
well-known make of foster mother, one that 
carries a guarantee from its maker and that 
complies with certain requirements which 
are essential. Briefly, minimum require- 
ment are: 1. Sufficient accommodation 
for the number of chicks during the 
period for which they require artificial 
heat. Note that .100-chicken brooder means 
only that it provides that amount of 
accommodation for day-olds, and if you 
should start off by placin 100 chicks in 
it, at the end ot four weeks it will carry 
barely half that number. Meantime, you 
will have to provide alternative accommo- 
dation for the other fifty—if still alive! 
The best policy is to provide a 150-chick 
brooder to take birds from 100-egg incu. 
bator, or two smaller ones totalling that 
capacity. And this is necessary, al though
